We Walk by Faith Special Appeal 

This past Monday evening, Representatives from 
all the parishes in our diocese gathered at Terra 
Sancta to give a report on how our individual 
parishes are doing on the We Walk by Faith 
Special Appeal. 

Our parish reported that 130 parishioners from 
OLBH pledged a total of $222,495.00 in the 
parish phase. This is 74% of our $300,000 parish 
goal. Although OLBH has not reached our goal, 
as of yet, our percentage was one of the highest 
among the parishes with goals greater than 
$ 100 , 000 . 

Overall the combination of the parish phase and 
silent phase pledges, the grand total for the 
diocesan We Walk by Faith Special Appeal, at this 
time, is $11,705,847.00, about 94% of the 
$12,500,000.00 goal. Therefore, as you can see 
we are about $800,000 short of making our 
diocesan goal and $77,500.00 short of making our 
parish goal. 

I want to continue to work throughout the rest of 
August and into September to see if we can make 
our parish goal of $300,000. We are so close. If 
you have not filled out your pledge card, I would 
encourage you to do that, so by the end of 
September, we can put this We Walk by Faith 
Special Appeal behind us knowing that we, as a 
parish community, did our very best. 

A Message of Hope 

An Update from the Hope For New Life Ministry 
“[Our Lord] is sending us out around the world to 
tell all people everywhere the great things God has 
done for them, so that they too will believe and 
obey Him (Romans 1:5)”. For those in our Diocese 
involved in the Hope For New Life (HFNL) 
Ministry, Paul’s charge to carry the Good News to 
“all people everywhere” includes the men and 
women in the Pennington County Jail. Each 
Wednesday members of the ministry visit the jail 
to share the Gospel and our experience, strength, 
and hope with the inmates. In turn, we are richly 
blessed by our encounter. Our outreach includes 
the provision of individual Bibles and bringing the 
prayers of those separated from children, family 
and friends to our ministry prayer partners. These 
prayers are always heartfelt. One young woman’s 
prayer reflects the fear and despondency we try to 
comfort: “I’ve been so overwhelmed after being 
here for three and a half months; my mind is just 
starting to spin. I feel so lost and need help...” You 
can help HFNL carry hope and love to those in 
greatest need.
